“ Section 34. Penalties: Any person who 
shali willfully, or through culpable negli- 
gence, violate any of the provisions of this 
act, or any rule promulgated in accordance 
with the provisions thereof, shall be gullty

E. J. BRUNDAGE RESIGNS AS PRES- 
IDENT OF COMMISSIONERS. 


Leaves for Office of Corbévation Coun- 
sel, Where First Act Will Be to Dis- 
pense with Services of Comerford 
and Mitchell—Warmly Praised by 
Board When He Leaves—William 
Busse Is Unanimously Elected as 


His Successor. 


Edward J. Brundage resigned his position 
as president of the board of coynty commis- 
sioners yesterday to take up his duties as 
corporation counsel of Chicago, to which he 
was appointed by Mayor Busse. 

After the commissioners had accepted the 
resignation of Mr. Brundage and resolutions 
had been passed expressing great regret at 
his loss, Commissioner William Busse was 
elected ta succeed Mr. Brundage, Mr. Busse’s 
name was placed in nomination by Commis- 
sioner Carl R. Chinblom, The election was 
unanimous. He is not @ reiative of the

In resigning his position Mr. Brundage 
delivered a final message to the board. He 
summed up work that had been accomplished 
in his administration.

New York Lawyers for J.

Traction Into Chicago Railways 
Company—Ordinance. May Be Ac- 
cepted and Actual Work Begun 
Gooner than Had Been Expected. 


Hopes of a comparatively speedy reorgani- 
gation of the Union Traction company into 
the Chicago Railways company, with poaver 
to accept the ordinance. for the north and 
west side lines, were strengthened yester- 
day. It was announced: that the plan of re- 
organization Is aimodst ready for presenta- 
tion to holders of the various securities. 

The work of completing the plan was taken 
up by the Chicago interests and Attorneys 
Louis C. Krauthoff.and George W. Wicker- 
sham, who arrived from New York_in the 
morning. They represent J. P. Morgan and 
the other New York capitalists who até to 
furnish the money for the traction reha- 
bilitation. 

The conference continued all day and until 
late at night in the new headquarters of.the 
Union Traction company on the. sixth floor 
of the Borland bleck. General Counsel W. 
W. Gurley represented the Union Traetion 
interests, and Henry A. Bileir and EB. B 
Burling the underlying interests. In’ addi- 
tion Recelyer Sampsell, Charles G, Dawes, 
Charlies H. Hulburd, and Chauncey Keep, 


the last three trustees of the stock of the 
Chicago railways company, were present. 


Rapid Progress Being Made. 

“It looks to me as if the consummation.of 
the reorganization is not far off,’’ said Mr.. 
Blair in. the afternoon. ‘ Representatives 
of the various interests now in session are 
making rapid progress in formulating a plan. 
They have clear and definite ideas of what 
should and can be done. It only remains to 
settle differences of opinion and arrange 
compromises where necessary. Whatever 
taik there has been to the effect that -the 
north and west side underlying interests 
would be gobbled up in the deal is without 
foundation.

They will be asked to 
deposit their securities with the Chicago 
Title and Trust company, to be exchanged 
for securities in the new company on terms 
promulgated. Objections to the plan, if any, 
will be adjudicated by Judge Grosscup and 
Prof. John C. Gray of Harvard university,

ably, Judge Grosscup will not appoint a re- 
ceiver of Union Traction tq succeed Mr. 
Eckels, who died on Sunday. The receiver- |

The scene was picturesque. Pius X., robed 
entirely in white, entered the hall on ‘foot, 
preceded by the Swiss guard, flanked by the 
noble guard, and followed’ by the Sistine 
choir, singing. After the cardinals had paid 
their homage, every one left the hall except 
the pope and the sacred college. Then the 
pope from the throne addressed a simple 
prayer and delivered a short allocution. 

The pontiff dealt especially with the strug- 
gle in France, which, he said, was particular- 
ly ‘painful to him, as he loved “ that most 
noble nation, whage sorrows and joys I con- 
sider as my own, instead of being those of her 
French rulers who, after arbitrarily de- 
nouncing the concordat, violently despoiling 
the church, and failing to recognize the an- 
cient and true glory of the country, tried 
to uproot the remains of religion by commit- 
ting all kinds of excesses, even those most 
repugnant to French politeness—violating 
every public and private law and custom. In 
so doing they calumniated the episcopacy 
and clergy, tried to separate them from the 
holy see, and purposely utilized the national 
institutions to further their anti-religious 
war, so as to be able to accuse the holy see 
of being in opposition to French popular in- 
stitutions, which in reality were always 
recognized and respected.’’ 


Pleased at Harmony: 

Continuing, the pope said he was much 
pleased with the splendid concord shown 
by the’ French bishops and clergy, who re- 
mained faithful to the holy see, hoping for 
better days for France and for the church. 
He was confident they would not cease to do 
their sacred-duty and work for the benefit 
of so beloved a people, adding: 

“To hatred they will oppose love, to error 
truth, and to insults and maledictions for- 


differ in a perfectly friendly manner. They

Great Day for Peace. 


Altogether it was.a great day for peace.

colleges, leaders of women’s clubs, bishops, 
and priests. . 

Baron’ d'Hstournelies de Constant, J: Rais, 
secretary of the international conciliation 
committee, and Prof. Marceline Boule repre- 
sented France. Friederich 8. .Archenhold, 
who was delegated by Emperor William, sat 
next to Maarten Maartens, the Dutch novel- 
ist. From Great Britain there was an im- 
posing delegation of thirteen editors, chan- 
céllors of univeraities, and scientific men. 
Rumor Kad it that William Jennings Bryan 
had taken an uhobtrusive seat near the back 
of the stage. 

After Mayor McClellan had been intro- 
duced by Mr. Carnegie and had made a brief 
address of welcome, President Roosevelt's 
letter was read. In addition to the para- 
graphs already quoted and which aroused 
Mr. Carnegie’s mild protest, the president 
recounted what the United States was doing 
for the cause of the world's peace. He added: 

** Our representatives will go to the second 
peace conference at The Hague instructed 
to help in every practicable way to bring 
some steps nearer completion the great work 
which the first conference began. It is idle 
to expect that a task so tremendous can be 
settled by one or two conferences, and those 
whe demand the Infpoagsible from such a con-

Cannot Limit Armament. 


**One>of the questions, although not to my 
mind one of the most important, which will 
be brought before the conference will be that 
of the limitation of armaments. 

‘The United States, owing to ite peculiar 
position, has a regular army so smal! ag to 
be infinitesimal when comparedtothat of any 
other first class power. But the circum-

Root Sounds Warning. 


Secretary Root, while paying high tribute 
‘to the work of the peace delegates, warned 
them not to expect too much from the com- 
in, congrese at The Hague. He said: 

ny lovers of their kind, certain that 
Oth pringiples which they see so clearty ought 
to Be accepted of all men, are ungnindful of 
the many differences which divide the na- 
tions in the competition for trade and wealth, 
for honor and prestige; unmindful that the 
selfishness and greed and willingness to do 
Injustice which have marked all human his- 
tory still exist in the world; and they will 
be sadly disappointed because The Hague 
conference of 1907 does not realize their 
dreams and usher in the parliament of man— 
the federation of the world. But let them 
take heart. A forward atep will be taken;

D. A. R. PLEDGED FOR PEACE. 


Representative Hobson Delegated to 
Deliver Resolution to Congress,

Washington. D. C.. April 15.—The conti- 
nental congress of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution today adopted by unan- 
imous vote a resolution in favor of interna- 
tional peace. Representative Richmond P. 
Hobeon of Alabama, who addressed the con- 
gress in behalf of peace, was delegated as 
the special envoy to present the resolutions 
to the international peace ‘COngress in New 
York City. 

The resolution sete forth the regret of the 
Daughters’ congress that, on account of fta 
present meeting, it could not accept the iIn- 
vitation to. participate directly in the ar- 
bitration peace congress, indorses the Bar- 
tholdt resolution adopted at the London con- 
gress of the interpariiamentary union in 1906, 
aud adds: 

Resolved, That the president general is hereby 
authorized to appoint a committee to present to the 
peace congress at New York a copy of the rézolu- 
tiona, and alsp to present to Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
the great peace flag, tendered to him as an appre- 
clation of his services to the cause of peace.

‘Dlinois Legislators May De- 


cide to Put Issue Up to 
State Commission. 


NO FEAR OF ‘REPRISALS, 


Members. Disturbed by Lobby’s 
Hint’ That Train Service 
Will Be Curtailed. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT || 

Springfield, Hi., April 156.—{Special.}—As a 
way out of the passenger rate difficulty in 
which the legislature finde iteelf, it is _pro- 
posed to introduce in the senate a joint reso- 
lution ‘requesting the railroad and warehouse 
commission to take up the investigation of 
railroad rates w th a view to determining on 
@ reafonable and’ fair reduction. If this 
coursé be haopted the rate bills will be killed. 

The resolution has been drawn, but may 
not be presented in conference this week. 
The fact ° that ‘the senate has held all rate 
bills om the second reading for several weeks 
without touehing them is sufficient evidence 
in itself that the upper house finds itself in a 
dilem 

E\ver gince the big lobby of railroad prest- 
dents ang vice presidents came to Springfield 
and talked against rate reduction and recip- 
rocal demurrage the legislature has been: ir- 
resolute as to what course to pursue. . The 
agitation for 2 cent fare, which was spread- 
ing over the country at the time the house 
railroad: ¢ommittee produced its flat reduc- 
tion bill, has dropped; into the background. 
Legislatutes in states where the agitation 
was strongest have passed 2 cent bille and 
have adjourned or are about to adjourn. 


Legislators in Doubt. 

In the senate no difficulty has been experi- 
enced in holding up this house bill, and now 
legislators are wondering whether or not 
they are on the right track. Leaders in 
both houses dislike to kill their rate bills, be- 
cause they think that in doing so they would 
be playing into Gov. Deneen’s hands. 

This is practically the only obstacle in the 
way of a substitution of the proposed joint 
resolution in place of the rate bills now pend- 
ing in the senate. The legislature is reluctant 
to hand the question over to the rallroad and 

|\warehouse commission for fear that credit 
for such reduction as might result would go 
entirely te the administrative branch of the 
government, leaving none for the legislative. 

The relationa of the governor to the legisla- 
ture are a little more friendly than they 
were a month ago, but, nevertheless, the 
spirit of cordiality is nowhere near the stage 
which might be called enthusiastic, and the 
general aseembly certainly would hate to 
give the governor any campaign ammunition 
if it could avaid doing so. 

On the other hand, it has been considered 
that if the legislature passed a joint resolu- 
tien authorizing, requesting, or ordering the 
railroad commission to investigate and deter- 
mine a fair passenger rate the appearance 
would be that the reduction came as a reeult 
of legislative action. The railroads them- 
selves prefer that the legislature forget that 
they are on earth, but as a choice between 
the two evils, they prefer that this proposed 
joint resolution should be passed rather than 
the 2 cent law be enacted, and the day has 
not been reached yet when a railroad prefer- 
ence carries no weight whatever in the IHli- 


nois legislature. 


Fear Effect on Service. 


Aside from what influences a railroad may 
exert members of the assembly are wonder- 
ing seriously whether they know exactly 
what they are about in proposing a flat 2 
eent rate. They are not afraid chiefly that 
the law would be contested in the courts and 
knocked out. They fear the possible effect 
that it might have on the passenger service 
of the roads. The railroad lobby told the 
railroad commissioners that there would be 
no attempt at reprisals if such a law were 
enacted, bBut that necessarily there would 
have to be somie pretty serious changes 
made in methods. 

In considering thie joint resolution as a 
substitute for the proposed rate enactments 
the legislators know that they would not be 
subjected to much criticism for their change 
in plan. They are pretty well convinced that 
the people would be willing to have rates fixed 
on a basis which the railroad and warehouse 
commission should find fair and reasonable. 

An investigation might result in the estab- 
lishment of a 2 cent rate for the more im- 
portant roads of the state. Im Wisconsin ex- 
actly this method of procedure was followed, 
and the commission, after an extended in- 
quiry, put a 2% cent rate in effect. 


Legislators on Joliet Visit. 

Joliet, Ill, April 15.—Legisiators from 
Springfield, accompanied by their wives, 
were here today on a tour of Lilinois penal 
institutions. The party numbers fifty. They 
arrived here last night, and left this after- 
noon for Pontiac. Their principal purpose 
here was to investigate the need for a new 
prison site. 


TWO STEAMERS ON THE LAKE 
AT MERCY OF THE WINDS. 


Louls Pahlow of-Chicago Strikes Rocks 
Near Sturgeon Bay—Its Consort 
Also in Peril. 


Sturgeon Bay, Wis., April 15.—The steam- 
er Louls Pahlow ran on the rocks at Clay 
Bankes during a blinding snow storm this 
afternoon, and is fast pounding to pieces. 
Its consort, the Delta, also is at the mercy 
of the storm, but managed to anchor near 
the wrecked steamer, and may be saved. 
The crews have been taken off. The Pahlow 
and the Delta belong to the fleet of the Hines 
Lumber company of Chicago. 

When the helplesahess of the position of 
the steamer became apparent one of the 
crew was sent ashore and walked to Stur- 
geon Bay and gave thealarm. Life savers 
hurried overland to the scene of the wreck. 
A line was thrown to the disabled steamer, 
which began to fill with water and pound 
to pieces goon after it went on the rocks. 
The crew was taken off, and then the opera- 
tion was repeated onthe Delta. The Pahlow 
has been abandoned, and is believed to be a 
total loss. 

The Pahiow was built in Milwaukee, in 
1882, and has a gross tonnage of 366. The 
Delta was built In 1880, at Algonac, Mich.., 
and ta of 260 gross tonnage.

SAY STANDARD EVADES TAXES. 


Lake County, Ind., Officials Begin Ac- 
tien Against Oil Company for 
Large Amount. 


Taxing futhorities of Lake countty have in- 
stigated.an action against the Standard Oil 
company of Whiting as a result of investi- 
gations in charge of County Assessor Will- 
iam E. Black and his assistant, Township As- 
sessor Bert E. Escher of Hammond. 

They have discovered, they say,.that.the 
company. for four years has sequestered mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of valuable property 
from tax duplicates. It is estimated by the 
officials that the Standard Oil company 
should be paying taxes on $40,000,000 worth 
of property, when it is assessed on the tax 
duplicates for only $3,000,000 worth,

On two betting slips found im his pockets 
he had writtem the story of his downfall. 
There was in his pocket also a letter to his 
friends in the Union depot, where Devoney 
worked as an usher, thanking them for their 
efforts te reform him from his gambjing 
habits and asking them to notify his wife 
of his death and ask her forgiveness. On the 
back of one of the betting slips was written: 

“This is my downfall, and I wish my 
friends ‘to learm a lesson from this ticket. It 
will get them all at the end.”’ 


Family Practically Destitute. 

The letter to his coworkers follows: 

“ To my friends in the Union depot: I wish 
to?’thank all of you who have tried to make 
me lead a good life. It was all in vain, 
though. I am no good to myself or family. 
I brought nothing to them but miséry. Race- 
horses have been my downfall. Because I 
cannot make my family happy I have done 
this. Take my body to Tony Sbarbaro, 185 
Wells street. Notify my wife and ask her 
to forgive me.’’ b 

Policemen Simsrott and Hurley, whowalied 
on Devoney’s wife to tell her of her hus- 
band’s act, found her and two young children 
in @ small house amid surroundings indicat- 
ing extreme penury. When the mother 
looked up appealingly and in fright at the 
appearance of the policemen they cou? not 
summon courage to tell her the truth, but 
told her instead that her husband had been 
injured and was at the hospital. 


Police Seek Pool Seller. 

Efforts were made by the police last night 
to find the poolroom in which Devoney had 
lost his money, but beyond the initials, “ P. 
C.,”" on the betting slips, which had become 
blurred from contact with the pocket lining, 
they could make no headway.. The search 
will be continued today and prosecution, it 
is said, will follow the identification. 

Shortly before the shooting Devoney was 
walking west on the bridge, evidently on his 
way to the Union depot. Charles Bernard, a 
newsboy, had just walked alongside the 
man, when Devoney halted and without a 
word fired the revolver. Instantly he fell to 
the sidewalk and soon was surrounded by a 
crowd. Bernard, the newsboy, ran to the 
depot and notified Policeman James* Der- 
rick. Others called a physician, who or- 
dered Devoney’s removal to thes hospital. 
Devoney uttered no words after’the shot. 
At the hospital he was placed ’on the operat- 
ing table at once, but_the physicians gave out 
ng hope for his recovery.

New York, April 15—[Spectal. }—Covered 
with shame because of his indictment on 
charges of graft, and expecting every min- 
ute to be suspended by the police board, 
John H.-Adams, chief of the police of 
Newark, N.J., blew out his brains today in 
Branch Brook park, in that city. 

Adams’ body was found at 10:25 o'clock 
by a park*‘laborer in a clump of bushes near 
the Ballantine gateway, the most isolated 
part of the park: Beside it lay the revolver 

with which he had ended his life. - 
 A@ams was in citizen’s clothes, and was 
ynot recognized by the laborer, .who, how- 
ever, immediately’ notified Chief Gilhooly of 
the park police, who identified the body and 
telephoned the news of the chief's death 
to the station house. 

Adams had been on the police force for 
thirty-two years.. He first served as patroi- 
man, then as desk sergeant, and later as | 
captain, and two years ago was made chief 
of the force. 

He had been the subject of much adverse 
criticism. With three former police com- 
missioners, two captains, and several plain 
clothes men, he was indicted by the grand 
jury for nonfeasance in office, for failing to 
close disorderly houses, which were raided 
by the sheriff, and the police board wad ty 
have suspended all the indicted men today. 

Adams was 58 years old. He leaves a 
widow and a married daughter, 

A létter that Adams wrote to his wife was 
made,public tonight. It was written Thurs- 
day last, showing that the chief contemplated 
suicide at that time It reads: 

Dear Wife: Forgive me, as I hope God will for 
I am .a victim of misplaced confidence. Tell our 
dear daughter Emma to pray for her old father. 
This strain is making me lose my mind, and I 
would rather be dead than live as I have lived for 
the last year. 

I have not the money to fight this case, and if I 
were called away it would be better for you. Men 
in the department know I am honest, and so do you. 
I see by the morning papers that they are going to 
suspend me. That means dismissal, and what will 
become of you and me? 

I have been hounded to death ever since I came 
into office. Good-by. God bless and help you.” 


FUNERAL STRIKE FEARED; 
AUTO FACTOR IN DISPUTE. 


Drivers Demand More Pay, but Livery- 
men Refuse, Saying Machines Make 
Their Business Unprofitable. 


Troubles have cropped out again between 
the union livery drivers and their employers 
which expose Chicago to the danger of an- 
other funeral strike: The drivers are con- 
tinuing to take out carriages merely as a 
matter of obligation to the livery owners, 
inasmuch as the agreement under which 
they have been working expired last Satur- 
day night. Any slight pretext might be used 
as an excuse to call a strike of 1,200 men 
and leave the city in a serious predicament, 
with anywhere from fifty to 100 funerals 
being held daily. 

The difference is over wages, and the most 
important factor in the dispute is the auto- 
mobile. The drivers are contending for an 
increase in pay amounting to $2 weekly. 
Their present wages are $12. 

The livery owners oppose the demands with 
a novel argument. They assert. that the 
livery business. suffers because of automo- 
biles. 

“The auto has knocked the livery busi- 
ness in the head,” declared Robert K. Sloane, 
29293 Archer avenue, “It is auto, auto 
everywhere. The poor horse is forgotten, 
The people who should my higher wages 
are the auto manufacturers and garage own- 
ers. The Hvery proprietors can't do it.”’ 

Another conference, which probably will 
not change the liverymen’s position, will be 
held tomorrow at the Sherman house.

Chicago is now to begin doing things, the 
mayor and the council» working together 
harmoniously to that end. 


LUXURIES OF JURY SERVICE, 

If the improvements in jurors’ quarters 
contemplated by the county are put into 
operation, it is likely to be as much of 
a delight to accept the duties of a juror 
as formerly -it has been a terror. <Ac- 
cording to the plans submitted for the 
comfort of deliberative juries, citizens who 
are pressed into service will have /ux- 
urious council chambers and. sleeping 
‘quarters, a table that will be supplied 
with all the delicacies of the séason, 
“breathing spots” for the enjoyment of 
the sunshine—when there is any sun- 
shine—and a gymnasium wherein they 
can exercise their muscles and clear out 
the cobwebs of the brain. In fact, the 
only thing lacking seems to be a roof gar- 
den entertainment, with refiped vaudeville 
and’ refreshing melodrama, 

The patriotic citizen of Chicago has 
never manifested any exuberant inclina- 
tion to serve on a jury. He is usually 
as full of excuses as were the men who 
were bidden to the scriptural feast. He 
has had ample reason to apprehend that 
his bed and board would be of a quality 
decidedly ‘objectionable to. a man of fas- 
tidious tastes. Hence; if he has not tin- 
qualifiedly perjured himself in-his remarks 
to the court he has not scrupled to use 
equivocal arguments in an effort to dodge 
his responsibilities. ‘This line of conduct, 
while both mournful ,and reprehensible, 
is not difficult to understand in view of 
the positive assurance of personal discom- 
fort. 

But all this is to be changed. Of course 
that unspeakable individual known as the 
professional juror will present himself 
with the more eagerness now that he 
knows that in addition to steady pay he 
will be luxuriously served; he must be 
reckoned with and set down. In his place 
will be substituted the intelligent, alert, 
and judicial citizen, who will consider it a 
pleasant outing to desert his business for 
a few days or weeks and combine the 
‘obligations of good citizenship. with the 
-epicurean joys of the jury quarters. It is 
good to serve one’s country, especiaily 
when one’s country ts disposed to make 
adequate return for said services rendered. 

Hence the remote possibility has de- 
veloped into the probability that the day 
of the professional and ignorant juror in 
Chicago is over and that proper considera- 
tion for the rights and comforts of citi- 
.zens drawn for jury duty will put an end 
te the evasion of that patriotic service, 


VACATION SCHOOLS. : 
It is not too early to call the attention 
of the public to the good accomplished 
every summer by the vacation sclioois. 
Soon after the close ,of the school year 
a few schools are reopened for special 
summer courses. The sessions are for 
half a day at a time and last for six to 
eight weeks, according to the money arail- 
able. Instead of the same kind of in- 
struction as is given during the regular 
terms of school, a great deal of attention 
is given to manual traifing; art, music, 
cooking and sewing, and teaching the 
duties of citizens,

The work done thus far 
is creditable to those who have had ft in 
charge, but there ought to be more liberal 
support and the possibility of greater good. 


A MILLION A DAY. 

No one doubts the prosperity of the 
United States at the present time. It is 
indicated at every turn. The farmers re- 
joice in great crops. The railroads are 
undble to furnish enough-cars ‘to transport 
the offered freight. The eities are occu- 
pied with the erection of big buildings and 
the planning of public improvements, 
The deposits in the savings: banks are in- 
creasing at a rapid rate. Prosperity is 
everywhere. 

Now and then a specific illustration is 
given to strengthen the general impres- 
sion. Such a hint comes from Pittsburg, 
where a report issued by the chamber of 
commerce tells of the prosperity of that 
district. One paragraph reads that the 
Wage earners there receive annually the 
enormous amount of $350,000,000, a fact 
made more intelligible and far more strik- 
ing when it is indicated that this repre- 
sents: more than $1,000,000 a day for 
every working Gay in the year. To trans- 
port the products of some 3,000 manufac- 
turing plants 3,500,000 freight cars are 
needed annually, the net tonnage by rail- 
roads and river aggregating 122,000,000 
tons. If the amount of money earned by 
others as a result of the prosperity of one 
region were calculated the figures would 
be almost beyand belief. ; 

What the Pittsbugg report-shows re- 
garding the situation there might be sup- 
plemented by similar data for other man- 


interests and many thousands. of employés, 
though Pittsburg has some advantage be- 
cause it Is the heart of a region where 
great industries flourish because of natural 
advantages. If great fortunes are being 
made by what are cajled “men of en 
ergy,” the success of the capitalist is at- 
tended by the distribution of large sums 
to wage earners, who thus share In-the 
unprecedented prosperity of the nation. 

What is even more interesting in the 
opinion of some of the shrewdest of the 
students of present conditions is that there 
are no signs of any abatement. The old 
theory that years of depression are bound 
to follow years of prosperity is temporarily 
abandoned when the whole world i# call- 
ing for the products which the American 
manufactories are trying to supply. 
There seems to be just reason for pride 
on the part of the people of a country 
when a single manufacturing center pays 
out to its laborers a million dollars a day 
on the average throughout the working 
year. The only ones who have occasion 
for unhappiness are the prophets: of dis- 
content. Such a report as the Pittsburg 
one is unpleasant reading for them,

\Archduchess Blanche, taking part in a pub- 
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N no foreign country has Sir Eldon Gorst's 
appointment to succeed Lord Cromer as 
British plenipotentiary in Egypt been 
received with greater satisfaction than 
in France, where he is most favorably 
known, for it was Sir Bidon who, after 
prolonged negotiations at Paris, suc 
in effecting an agreement between the French 
and English governments, according to the 
terms of which the former abandoned her 
obstructive policy in the land of the Nile, 
especially in connection with the interna- 
tional commission of the debt, thereby ren- 
defing available for urgently needed public 
works in Egypt the surplus of the annual 
revenue, ; 

In fact, it was Sir Eldon who attended to 
all the Egyptian phases of the modus vivendi 
between Dngland and France, by the terms 
of which all the differences between the 
two nations were satisfactorily ocompro- 
mised. Ae a reward for his services in the 
matter Sir Eldon was appointed assistant 
under secretary of state of the foreign office 
in London, a post which he now abandons 
fo take Lord Cromer's place at Cairo. 

He is married to the daughter and heiress 
of C. D. Rudd, one of the South African 
multimillionaires, an@ is a most capable 
and brilliant man, without that cynicism and 
tendency to biting sarcasm which renders 
his wonderfully clever father so universally 
unpopular. Indeed, his father, Sir John, 
was forced to give up his seat in the unionist 
cabinet as minister of education owing to 
the impossibility of his agreeing with any 
one of his colleagues, each becoming in 
turn the butt of his uncontrollable, sar- 
donic, and rankling wit. _ Sir’ John com- 
menced life as a missionary in New Zealand, 
where he was in turn newspaper editor, 
magistrate, soldier employed in the suppres- 
sion of the Maori insurrection, etc., and 
afterwards solicitor general in England, 
under secretary of state, and minister of the, 
crown, leaving everywhere enemies instead 
of friends in his wake. 

—_— 

Sir Eldon wae born tn New Zealand, joined 
the diplomatic service; and, on receiving his 
appointment as third secretary of legation, 
immediately joine@ Lord Cromer’s staff, 
subsequently being transferred to duty under 
the Egyptian government, serving in succes- 
sion as under secretary of state for finance 
at Cairo, as British adlatus to the minister 
of the interior, and finally as financial ad- 
viser to the Egyptian government, a lucra- 
tive office which gave him a seat in the 
Egyptian cabinet, as a representative in 
the latter of England's views and wishes. 

He is firm and at the same time con- 
ciliatory, and may be said to be acquainted 
with every detail of the administration of 
the Egyptian government and of its rela- 
tions with the sublime porte and with the 
foreign powers. He cannot be expected, 
however, to have for a considerable time to 


Cromer, for, whereas most of the present 
generation of native dignitaries in Egypt 
have known him occupying relatively sub- 
ordinate positions, they can never recall 
Lord Cromer in any other light than as the 
master of Egypt, a man who had known the 
present khedive from babyhood, and was in 
a position, therefore, to assume a certain 
degree of paternal authority in hie rela- 
tions with him. ef 

a : 

Speculation is rife ag to the real causes of 
Lord Cromer’s sudden resignation. Thereis 
every evidence to show that until a few 
days before Easter he did not contemplate 
any such eventuality, for in the remark- 
able interview which he furnished to one of 
the editors of the Paris Temps, who was 
visiting Cairo, he discussed plans and proj- 
ects which he had in view for the present 
summer and autumn in Egypt. It is said 
that the relations between the khedive and 
himself, which already were strained in the 
spring, had reached the breaking point at 
Paster. Then came the visit of the duke and 
duchess of Connaught to Cairo, whose re- 
ception by the khedive and by the Egyptians 
is said to have been far leas cordial than on 
former occasions. Then followed imme- 
diately the resignation of Lord Cromer. 

According te some, we are on the eve 
of a deposition of the khedive, rendered 
necessary by his recrudescence of hostility 
towards the English, and Lord Cromer does 
not wish to be identified with what will con- 
stitute practically a reversal of much of 
his policy of the last quarter of a century. 
According to others, the khedive complained 
bitterly of Lord Cromer’s alleged autocratic 
ways to the duke of Connaught, and re- 
ceived responses from the duke of a nature 
of which Lord Cromer did not approve. But 
this it is difficult to beliéve; it is a mere 
rumor, 

One thing, however, is certain: that Lord 
Cromer’s resignation follows too closely 
upon Ahe bitter attacks made recently upon 
his administration by Edward Licey tn the 
columns of the London press, in the English 
monthly reviews, and in the book which he 
hag just published, not to have been in a 
measure connected therewith. Lord Cromer, 
like many other big men, is extremely sensi- 
tive to criticism, especialy coming from a 
man whom he had been accustomed to regard 
as a friend of thirty years’ standing, who 
had been a frequent guest beneath his roof, 
for whom he had obtained the order of the 
Bath, and whom he knew to be regarded in 
England as an authority upon Egyptien 
affairs. 

Dicey’s book, while clever, is nothing more 
than one long and, In the eyes of most peo- 
ple, extremely bitter indictment of the ad- 
ministration of Lord Cromer,-who ig con- 
demned therein for his autocratic tendencies. 
At the time when the book appeared the 
opinion was expressed that its publication 
whs most ill advised, calculated, as it was, 
to increase the difficulties of Lord Cromer 
and of his staff in times which are acknowl- 
edged to be critical. There ia no doubt that 
H did add to the troubles of Lord Cromer, 
and this, together with the personal annoy- 
ance-caused by its appearance, may have 
affected his health and contributed to his 
resignation, :

Emperor Francis Joseph, besides all his 
worries in governing the various nationali- 
ties subject to his rule, and in endeavoring 
to reconcile their bitter racial feuds and dif- 
ferences, experiences no end of trouble in 
maintaining discipline among the members 
of the numerous house of Hapsburg, of whom 
there are more than a hundred all told. 
Singularly broad minded himself, and even 
democratic in political matters, and tolerant 
in all questions of religion, there are several 
of his relatives who are distinguished for 
their reactionary opinions and for their big- 
otry om the score of creed. Of course, as 
long as they keep those views to themselves 
no harm {is done. But when they give public 
expression thereto it leads to angry popular 
criticiem and to denunciation in the press 
and in parliament. Occasionally it even re- 
sults in international complications, for In 
Austria, ag in other countries endowed with 
constitutional monarchies, the members of 
the reigning family are required to hold 
aloof from politics and to refrain from 
showing any partiality for one or another 
of the rival factions in parliament. 

During the reign of King Humbert he was 
led on more than one occasion to address 
protests to the emperor of Austria, his ally, 
against the conduct of .he latter's brother, 
the late Archduke Charles Louis, in attend- 
ing public meetings called by the St. Michael 

om at Vienna for the purpose of

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Cymbeline. 
Thanks are due Mise Viola Allen for an in- 


long neglected ‘‘ Cymbeline,”” which was 
disclosed for the first time at Powers’ theater 
last evening. The play finds place among 
the least known of the Shakespearean dramas. 
as it is familiar only to the student, fer more 
than a decade has passed since last it was 
offered to the theatergoer in thoroughly ade- 
quaté fashion. Mise Allen has revived it in 
a manner which fittingly conforms with her 
previous Shakspearean presentations, for 
while the scenic environment is ornate, com- 
plete, and accurate, it is never fussy or ob- 


trusive. 

‘The scenes at the court of Cymbeline, king 
of Britain, are not marked by those exhi- 
‘bitions of barbaric splendor to which we 
have grown accustomed in various classic 
revivals. Only in onétrifling detail does Miss 
Allen overdo, and that is in the trappings of 
the bed in the chamber scene, which might 
be made less elaborate. The rough hewn 
rocks from which the houses are construct- 
ed, the crudeness of the furniture and uten- 
sils are all faithfully reproduced, and in con- 
trast ig shown the superiority of the civiliza- 
tion of the Romans in the scenes where the 
eetion is transferred to Rome.

The Apollo club goes steadily from good to 
better, -And with each step forward it seems 
that the best finally has been attained. So 
frequently has this best been proved capable 
of betterment, however, that the safer plan 
doubtless is to recognize the fact that the 
best never is reached in this realm of mun- 
dane things, and to know that\ betterment 
is all we can expect or desire. And it is 
enough—egpecially when it stands near 
the perfect as & did last evening. 

The Apollos, after a yedr of preparation, 
again presented the Bach “ Passion Music 
According to St. Matthew,” and success, 
artistic, financial, and popular, was their re- 
ward. The Auditorium was completely sold 
out, three days before the concert wae given, 
and it is éstimatéd that fully 2,000 people were 
turned away in the three days unable to se2 
cure tickets of any kind. Jt was a triu 
for the chorus, for its music committee whic 
had the courage to undertake the great work, 
and for Mr. Wild, who carried the prepera- 
tiom through to.such splendid success. 

The admirers of Bach will rejoice, and with 
good reason, for last night would seem to set 
a seal of public approval upon the master- 
work of their master, which will do much to 
hreak down the genera) impression that pre- 
vails concerning the impossibility of under- 
standing Bach, much lese énjoying him.

There was virtually no applause, for a 
note on the program requested the refrain- 
ing from such approval during the progress 
of the performance.

Root’s Speech to Be Most Important. 

Secretary Root’s speech is to be 
one of the most important international ad- 
dresses delivered in a long time. Tt neces- 
sarily will discuss the subject of states’ rights 
and will urge the people to aid the-national 
government in observing the obligations im- 
posed upon it by treaties with foreign nations. 

It is the intention of the secretary.to state 
clearly and exactly what he meant by the 
speech he made in New York last December, 
which created so much comment and in which 
he declared that the people of the country 
were coming to the conclusion that in cer- 
tain important respects the local laws of 
separate states were inadequate for the due 
and just control of business and activities 
which extend through all estates. . 

Mr. Root predicted that sooner or later the 
constitution would be so construed as to 
obliterate state rights and vest the national 
government with an alt embracing power of 
administration. After the speech was de- 
livered the secretary took occasion to say 
that he had been misunderstood and that his 
sole purpose was to call attention to the 
tendency toward the centralization of power 
in the United States government, and to 
urge the states to exercise the powers they 
possess and not transfer their responsibility 
to the national government. 

At the same time the secretary always has 
held that it is the duty of states by ob- 
serve the treaty obligations of the United 
States with as much care and attention as 
does the United States itself. This doctrine 
was the keynote of the procedure of the ad- 
ministration in the negotiations in connection 
with the San Francisco question.

How Roosevelt Viewed Situation. 


In his annual message last December the 
president declared it was unthinkable “ that 
we should continue the policy under which 
a given locality may be allowed to commit 
ea crime against a friendly nation, and the 
United States limited not to preventing the 
commission of the crime but, in the last 
resort, to defending the people who have 
committed it against the consequences, of 
their own wrongdoing.” 

Secretary Root has stated that the true 
and only way to preserve state authority is 
to be found in the awakened conscience of 
the states, their broadened views, and the 
higher standard of responsibility to the gen- 
eral public, in effective legislation by the 
states, in conformity to the general moral 
gfense of the country, and in the vigorous 
exercise, for’ the general public good, of 
the state authority which is to be preserved. 
It is along this same line that he is expected 
to speak on Friday. 

The Japanese embassy is deeply interested 
in the agitation respecting state rights. It 
feela that when it makes a representation 
to the United States government it should 
be able to depend upon the answer of the 
government rather than to be compelled to 
doubt its correctness until the action of the 
state concerned is taken. 

Some time ago a prominent Japanese said 
his country could settle promptly the San 
Francisco question if the United States would 
raise no objection to the bombardment of 
that city by a Japanese fleet. Japan fully 
understands, however, that the United 


«States would go to war rather than permit 


coercion, even of the mildest sort, of a state. 
It must, therefore, confine its representa- 
tions to the United States, following in this 
respect the course pursued by every other 
nation for more than a hundred years. 


Nations See Our Peculiarities. 


_Because of the Mafia massacre in New Or- 
leans in 1891 the United States almost became 
apres ina warwithItaly> The lynching 
of.Chinese has caused trouble with China. 
The ill treatment of British subjects has 
aroused the ire of Great Britain. All of those 
nations have come to realize that to a certain 
extent the national government is powerless 
and they have been content to accept the 
apology and indemnity which it hee offered. 
So, Japan also, in spite of the earnest ob- 
jections she has registerod, eventually will 
have to recognize that the United States has 
peculiarities of government just as she has, 
and to depend upon the American people as 
a whole to render justice to her subjects. 

So far as the administration can bring it 
about, the Japanese are to be treated every-

Resigns Dicsinéte 
of St. Chrysostom’s s 


The Rev. Thaddeus A. Snively, rector of 
St. Chrysostom’'s Episcopal church, 544 Dear- 
born avenue, announced his resignation of the 
pastorate to his parishioners after the morn- 
ing service last Sunday. He has been iden- 
tied with St. Chrysostom’se for fifteen years, 
and the present church edifice was built dur- 
ing his pastorate. Many of the older tesi- 
dents in the parish requested the rector after 
the services to reconsider his action and with- 
draw the resignation. 

Mr. Snively came from Troy about 1890, 
and took up the work when St. Chrysostom’s 
was a mission, The mission grew until the 
building of a new and larger building was 
warranted. The new church was opened in 
November, 1904. Many of the parishioners 
believe the growth and prosperity of the 
chureh have been the direct result of Mr.

HOSPITAL FOR TUBERCULOSIS 
MAY BE BUILT BY THE CITY. 


Free Institution for Chicago to Be Urged 
by New Health Commissioner and 
Many Physicians. 


A plan to establish in Chicago or its en- 
virons a free hospital for the-treatment of 
tuberculosis patients will be presented to the 
city council this year, according to informa- 
tion that became public yesterday. Dr. W. 
A. Evans, Mayor Busse’s new commissioner 
of health, will be one of the principal promot- 
ers of the project. 
A tuberculosis hospital, supported by the 
city, has been one of the objects toward 
which @ number of Onicago physicians have 
been working for several years. They have 
received little encouragement from the local 
panne department under recent administra- 
tions, 
It transpired during the day*that one of 
the principal reasons for the strong follow- 
ing that supported Dr. Evans in the com- 
mission of physicians that recommended his 
appointment was the fact that he is an au- 
thority on tuberculosis, and ambitious to give 
Chicago an institution for its proper treat- | 
ment. Dr. John B. Murphy, who first pro- | 
posed Dr. Evans for the health commfssion- 
ership, is deeply interested in the subject. 
He originated the idea of establishing a free 
hospital. 
**I am deeply interested in 4 the study. and 
cure of tuberculosis,’’ said Dr. Evans yester- 
day. “I believe. Chicago pught to have a 
tuberculosis hospital. I shall not take the 
subject: up at once. First of all I want to 
get settled In my office. I want to give Chi- 
cago a good health administration first. 
Then I shall turn my attention to such mat- 
ters.ag the tuberculosis’ hospital.’’ 


POSTAL INQUIRY BEGINS MAY 1.

New York, April 15.—[Special.]—The com- 
mission of three senators and three repre-

methods of accounting and expenditure in 
vogue in the postoffice department and postal 
service. The accountants will begin work 
on May 1, and when the commission reports 
the results of their examination to congress 
at the next session, the legislative body will 
be in a position to determine the truth of the 
assertions that haye-been made that the post- 
office might be conducted at half its present 
cost.

Finish Testimony in Afternoon. 

Arrangements were made at once to obtain 
the presence in court of the state’s few wit- 
nesses in rebuttal.

‘The formal statement of the 
state, however, was deferred until this morn- 
ing, to admit the formal introductionef some

The unexpected withdrawal of the defense 
after only one witness, and that one of the 
defendants, had testified in regard te facts 
alleged in the indietment of the four bankers 
was taken by the state's attorneys as an ad- 
mission of defeat.

EDITOR MUST PAY FINE FOR 
CRITICISING COLORADO COURT 


es 
Former Senator Patterson, Chief Owner 
of Denver Papers, Loses Fight-—Jus- 
tice Harlan Dissents in View. 


Washington, D. C., April 15. —The Supreme 
court of the United States today digmissed 
the writ of error in the case of former United 


Btates Senator Thomas M. Pattersosf vf Colo- 


rado, in which the senator was fined $1,000 
by the Colorado Supreme court on the charge 
of contempt. 

The action has the practical effect of afirm- 
ing the decision of the Colorado courts. The 
opinion in the case was delivered by J ustice 
Holmes, who said in effect that the court 
was without jurisdiction. Justfee Harlan 
delivered. a dissenting opinion. Justice 
Brewer also dissented from the decision, hold- 
ing that the court was not without jurisdic- 
tion. 

The proceedings against Senator Patterson 
grew out of the Colorado Supreme court's de- 
cisions in election cases following the acri- 
monious state campaign of 1904. The senator 
is the principal owner of the Denver Times 
and the Rocky Mountain News, both Denver 
daily papers, and the contempt proceedings 
was on account of strictures on those de- 
cisions published in the two papers, in which 
the charge was inferred to. have been made 
that the court wae subservient to the cor- 
poration interests of the state. 

When called upon to answer Mr. Patterson 
pleaded the truth of the allegations made by 
the papers. The court thereupon imposed a 
fine of $1,000 on the charge of contempt, with 
the alternative of paying or being im- 
prisoned. 

Instead of doing either, the senator pre- 
vailed upon Justice Brewer to issue a writ of 
error, bringing the case to the federal] Bu- 
preme court. 

Harlan Gives His Views. 
In his dissenting opinion Justice Harlan 


said 

“The court leaves undecided the specific 
question whether there is to be found in the 
fourteenth amendment a prohibition as to 
the rights of free speech and # free press 
"similar to that in the first. It yet proceeds 
to say that the main purpose of such con- 
stitutional provisions was to prevent all euch 
previous restraint upon publications as had 
been practiced by other governments, but 
not to prevent the subsequent punishment of 
such as may be deemed contrary to the public 
welfare. I cannot assent to that view if it 
be meant that the legislature may impair 
or abridge the right of a free press and of 
free speech whenever in its judgment the 
public welfare requires that !t be done. The 
publie welfure cannot override constitutional! 
privileges and if the right of free speech 
and of a free press are in their essence attrib- 
utes of national citizenship, then neither 
congrese hor any state since the adoption of 
Lae fourteenth amendment can by legislation 
or by judicial action impair or abridge them. 


Says Constitution Was Violated. 


“In my judgment, the action of the court 
below was in violation of the right of free 
speech and a free press as guaranteed by the 
conatitution. 

“I go further and hold that the privileges 
of free speech and of a free press, belonging 
to every citizen of the United States, con- 
stitute essential parts of every man’s li y,; 
and I protest against violation of thatc 
of the fourteenth amendment forbidding a 
state to deprive any person of his Uberty, 
without due process of law.” 


SENTENCED FOR DESK COMBINE 


Judge Landis to Impose Punishment 
on Convicted Furniture Trust 
on April 25. 


On April 25 Judge Landis will pronounce 
sentence on the fourteen furniture trust com- 
panies and F. H. Holbrook, head of the com- 
bine, indicted last month by a federal grand 
jury. The defendants have indicated they 
wilh not contest whatever punishment is if- 
flicted. 

The punishment poseible for violations of 
the Sherman anti-trust law is from $1,000 to 
$5,000. In addition Holbrook may be imprie- 
oned,

Waleh must plead to the second set of in 
dictments returned againat him by a federal 
grand jury.
